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DALLAS, Texas — The FBI is

■ “There have been calls which 
have told us we ought to open the 
files,” said Oliver B. “Buck” Re- 
vell, special agent in charge of the 
Dallas office and a former FBI 
assistant executive director in 
charge of investigations.

Pressure is mounting for release of 
congressional and FBI files that 
originally were sealed until 2029 — 
enough documents to fill two or 
three 9-by-l 2-foot rooms, wall to 
wall, floor to ceiling, officials say. . 
j “There will be a lot of informa- 
tion in those files that is essentially 
lion-germane,* 1 Revell said. “But it 
j/ill be titillating. It will be some- 
times sensational, not from its cred- 
ibility, but for the people it in- 
volves. And there will be. 
reputations tarnished and damaged 
because of some of this.” 

; FBI officials say the last time 
tfiey pursued any substantive lead 
was in the summer of 1989 when 
an aging organized crime boss was 
quizzed at length following repeat- 
ed reports from government infor- 
mants inside two federal prisons 
that he had acknpwledged complic- 
ity in the assassination. 

; But 81-year-old Carlos Marcello 
of New Orleans flatly denied any 
involvement when confronted by 
{•BI agents from Dallas, officials 
said. 

j Marcello’s own associates say he 
' siuffers from Alzheimer’s disease 
and cannot remember enough 
about the assassination to respond 
tp questions. 

j Marcello was released from pris- 
on in October 1989, after serving 
six years of a 1 0-year sentence for 
attempting to bribe a Los Angeles 
judge. 

! Initially, Marcello was impri- 
soned at the Federal Correctional 
Institution in Texarkana, Texas.- 
After a series of strokes, he was 
transferred to the Bureau of Pris- 
on’s medical facility in Rochester, 
Minn,, where he was questioned by 
FjBI agents from Dallas in July 
11989. 

| The FBI had received an increas- 
ing number of reports from infor- 
mants inside both prisons that 
Marcello had admitted complicity 
in the Nov. 22, 1963, assassination 
in mumblings during sleep and in 
conversations with other inmates. 

| Revell and Bobby R. Gilliam, 
who was special agent in charge of 
the FBI’s Dallas Division at the 
time of the inquiry, said agents 
questioned Marcello at the federal 
prison hospital in Minnesota in 
1989. ... ^ , 

FBI agent Tase .Bailey,' the Dal- 
las agent assigned to question Mar- 
cello, said Marcello made no ad- 
missions and provided nothing 
substantive enough to pursue fur- 
ther. In effect, the. FBI was mired 
where it had been a decade ear- 
lier when pursuing the same trail 
after the House Select Committee, 
on Assassinations concluded that 
Oswald did not act alone and there 
might have been organized crime 
involvement. - • 

Robert G.- Blakey and Richard 
m Rillines. who were chief coun- 



sel and editorial director to the 
House committee, later elaborated 
on their view that Kennedy was 
killed by the Mafia in their 1981 
book, “The’ Plot to Kill the Presi- 
dent.” John F. Davis also expound- 
ed on the mob-conspiracy theory in 
his 1988 book, “Mafia Kingfish: 
Carlos Marcello & the Assassina- 
tion of John F. Kennedy.” 

“We would have loved to pin the 
Kennedy assassination on the 
mob,” Revell said , during a recent 
interview. “That would have fit. 
right in with the Bureau interest in 
wiping out the mob ... 

“But the fact of it is there was . 
never a. scintilla of credible evi- 
dence to connect the mob to Lee 
Harvey Oswald’s actions.. 

The FBI’s actions so many years 
after the assassination illustrate 
that the FBI still will follow leads 
on the case, however remote, be- 
cause of the continuing controversy' 
over the Warren Commission’s 
conclusion that the assassination 
was the work of a lone gunman. 

Revell said the FBI keeps the 
case open “because of the nature 
of the crime, the trauma to the na- 
tion.” 

“Officially, there was a closure 
; in ’88, but it wasn’t like a final clos- 
ing-type memo,” said Farris L. 
Rookstool III, an investigative ana- 
lyst for the FBI in Dallas who is a 
Kennedy assassination specialist. 

“I would say a lot of people find 
a lot of fascination with Mafia fig- 
ures or people that . have been 
linked to organized crime, and I. 
think the fact to actually elicit a 
conversation or a confession out of 
someone, despite what their state of 
health is, might be something that 
might be worthwhile,” Rookstool 
said. 

“I understand that he (Marcel- 
lo) had been making some ram- 
blings,” Rookstool said. “The on- 
ly reason someone such as himself 
would merit an interview as op- 
posed to some person, some indi- 
gent, off the street is strictly be- 
cause his past animosities toward 
the Kennedys are known.” 

Marcello could not be reached. 

Dorothy Ott, his longtime per- 
sonal secretary, said she and Mar- 
cello family members were dis- 
mayed at the informant reports 
that spurred the FBI to question 
Marcello. She described those re- 
ports as “a crock” and contended 
that the FBI agents'who flew to 
Minnesota didn’t know he was in 
failing health, a contention the FBL 
disputes. 

“(He) looks good (but) he doesn t 
remember any of us,” she said. 

Udo “Woody” Specht, a retired 
FBI agent who was once the Ken- 
nedy assassination case agent in 
Dallas, said agents questioned Mar- 
cello because they concluded it was 
odd for him to say anything about 
the assassination so many years af- 
terward, even in his sleep, and they 
frankly “hoped for a confession.” 



The FBI has maintained secre- 
cy on its recent attention to Mar- 
cello because of apprehension that 
disclosure would fuel conspiracy 
theorists who long have believed 
there was an organized crime con- 
nection with the assassination. 

Based on an almost endless chain 
of circumstantial evidence and j 
guilt-by-association links to Oswald 
and to his assassin, Dallas night- 
club owner Jack Ruby, proponents 
of the theory that organized crime 
was involved in the assassination 
long have pointed the finger at 
Marcello. 

Although the Warren Commis- 
sion, the FBI and the CIA said they 
were unable to tie Oswald to organ- 
ized crime, the House Select Com- 
mittee on Assassinations report in j 
. 1979 said elements of organized 1 
crime “probably” conspired to i 
have Kennedy murdered. 

'■ The House committee drew its 
conclusions from circumstantial 
'links that Oswald had numerous as- 
sociations with Marcello; that Os- 
wald’s unciie, Charles Murret, was a 
minor gambling figure in Marcel- 
lo’s New Orleans crime family; that 
David Feme, a Marcello associate, 
had been a Civil Air Patrol instruc- 
tor of Oswald’s; and that Oswald’s 
mother was acquainted with sever- 
al men associated with Marcello 
lieutenants. 

The House committee’s conspir- 
acy theory turned largely on the 
analysis of the Dallas police tape 
recording of sounds picked up by a 
motorcycle officer’s radio. The 
panel concluded it was highly prob- 
able two gunmen fired at Kennedy, 
but re-examination of the recording 
by both the FBI. and National 
Academy of Sciences later dis- 
counted the finding. 

“The fact is that the overwhelm- 
ing forensic evidence and all of the 
supporting evidence points to Os- 
wald as the sole assassin and there 
is no credible evidence that anyone 
else is involved,” Revell said. 

“Now what we have also said is 
there is no credible evidence that 
anyone else was involved. We have 
not said no one else was involved. 
We simply have not seen any credi- 
ble evidence of anyone besides Os- 
wald being involved in the assassi- 
nation. So, therefore, we have not 
found a conspiracy.” 

Rookstool added; “You can 
never really prove that there .wasn’t 
a conspiracy. All you can prove is 
that we have no evidence for a con- 
spiracy.” ,
